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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The added term "range of coverage area" in independent claims 5, 7, and 8 in the context of characteristics of 
antennae would require further reconsideration and/or search in that antennae have angular ranges of coverage that are inherent in their 
design (i.e., the antenna pattern). However, antennae do not have a "range of coverage" in distance apart from a tranmitter. The use of 
the word "longer" with "range of coverage area" suggests distance. The proposed language of independent claims 5, 7, and 8 in this 
respect raises issues of clarity and proper description of the invention.. 
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
